He went to 
Washington as a first termer—and any- 
body who knows anything about the 
doings of the men who make our laws 
at the National Capitol, can tell you 
what an insignificant creature a first 
tenner generally is.

j. and still retain the semblance'of indi- 
viduality, 
Uevond this Clunie was a 


member ot the minority party, which 
was an additional handicap.
